‘Scheme of Colonization for Disband-| 
ed Troops 


We publish below the .full. text 
of & proposal submitted” by the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com 
merce to the National Financial 
Conference which is now being held 
Jn" Nanking "in connection with 
femobglization of the troops now 
saber bee Shawnee 

It is more than one year since 
the Nationalist Government was 
established in Nanking. During 
this year,, the nation’s finances, 
apart from the national revenue 
taxes of Kiangsu Province and 
occasional support from Chékiang 
‘and. Kuangtung, have been de- 
pendent almost’ solely on’ the 
issuance of “treasury bonds.” This 
policy ean be effective only for a 
limited period pf time and cannot] 
‘be. relied upon as a permanent! 
practice. Tt is estimated that. the 
total sum raised through the issue 
lof treasury bonds is slightly under 
'$100,000,000 for this year past, the 
sphere being mainly restricted to| 
Shanghai and its vicinity.  Accord-| 
ing t0 economic survey, all available 
funds have been collected to the 
‘utmost possible limit and. there 2 
very little hope or possibility of 
the continuance of raising funds 
through the issue of treasury bonds| 
in the future. It is quite evident 
that the revenue income of Kiangsu 
Province is insufficient to meet the 
financial needs of the whole country. 


Burden More Than Relief 


the Nationalist anti-North- 
cern expeditionary forces conquered

‘Though, during the past few 
years, several new taxes have been 
enforced to increase the sources of 
the nation’s finance, such as the 
25 per cent. tax, ‘taxes on 
cigarette and kerosene ete., they 
hhave already been designated to 
serve as reserve funds for tho 
treasury bonds and cannot be used 
for other purposes. Some people 
‘may think that the finances of the 
various provinces should be. unified 
and that this unification will do 
‘much to help the nation’s finances, 
Bat facts prove the contrary, 
‘Almost all the provinces, particular- 
ly Hunan, Hupeh, Honan, Shensi, 
‘and Kansu have all. been’ overrun 
by soldiers, bandits and, especially, 
by the Communists and, as a resut, 
are on the verge of bankruptcy.

provision of only a small standing 
army in peaceful times. But, dur- 
ing the Great European War, 
force of two million soldiers were 
mobilized in less than a year's 
ime.

time for the nation’s warfare and 
welfare, This proves that Ching

Prohibition for All Under ‘20: 
Penalties for Parents 


Nanking, July 4. 

‘The following regulations’ have 
been iasved by the Ministry of In« 
terior for the prohibition of smok- 
ing and alcoholic drinking by 
‘minors (persons under 20 years 
of age):— 

1.—AML persons under 20 years 
of age are forbidden to smoke or 
tako alcoholic drinks. Those needing 
alcohol for medical purposes and 
who are cextified by doctors are 
exempted. 

‘2.—Minora above 18 years of age 
found guilty of disobeying the 
akove regulations shall be fined $5 
‘or less for each offence. Parents 
‘or guardians of children under 13 
years shall be instructed to place 
them — under strict discipline.

‘The Broken Word 


On Friday morning, June 8, 
|General Pao wes notified that the 
/Shansi advance units were prepared 
to enter the city ahead of schedule, 
so he took his departure at once, 
marching cut of the Chaoyang mén 
in company with Shansi and Kuo- 
minchun staff oficers and members 
Jof the Committee of Safety. The. 
gates were closed on the last of 
his departing column of 1,800 men

‘The news of what had happened 
was rather vague that night and 
it was not until the following morn- 
ing that the members of the Com- 
mittee of Safety informed the 
Diplomatic Body officially that, on 
‘Tungchow road, the Kuominchun 
had blocked Pao's retreat and had 
Jdamanded his surrender and the 
farms of his men.

Han's Probable Motive 


Why General Han Fu-chu took 
the risk of crossing the Diplomatic. 
Body, when all other Nationalist 
were treading lightly in the vicinity 
of foreign persons and property, we 
cannot explain authoritatively, but 
the most widely disseminated Chi 
nese explanation is that he lost his 
temper because Pao Yu-lin’s effi 
ciency as a policeman in Peking| 
robbed him of an opportunity to 
carry out a earefully planned coup. 
He was also annoyed beyond cau- 
tion with the city elders and the 
diplomats for encouraging Pao to 
‘tay until the Shansi troops were! 
ready to take over control. Ac- 
cording to this widely disseminated 
story, Feng Yi-hsiang’s Red friends 
in the Metropolis were to have 
fomented, through the feather| 
drained students who have praying 
for the arrival of their paladin, a 
state of excitement during the in- 
terregnuin of which the extreme 
radicals would have taken advant- 
age to foment a little disorder, upon 
which Han Fu-chu and army would 
have poured into the city to restore 
order and protect the foreigner—| 
‘and would have stayed in control. 
General Pao, working with the 
police, had built up in Peking the 
finest detective system that has ever| 
been established in China -and no| 
rlldly enthusiastic Pink dared to| 
‘whisper “slogan” within a twenty. 
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nile radius of his headquarters, 30 
while he still enjoyed complete con- 
trol there was not a chance of a 
demonstration that could have been 
turned into an excuse for an as- 
sault upon the city in the name of 
peace and order. Once the Shansi 
People came in, moreover, the same

Abortive Mischief-making 


Han Fu-chu made several abor- 
tive efforts through inflammatory 
proclamations to work up the spirit 
that he wanted, but the Shansi pro- 
laruations took a counter tone, issu- 
ing warnings to students and radi- 
cals which were serious and were 
taken seriously. dt is worth remark- 
ing that the shop windows here are 
not adorned with photographs of 
“our sainted leader,” that there have 
been no mass meetings to which the 
“will” has been read, no public 
harangues of any kind and no pro- 
cessions. A few radical proclama- 
tions were stealthily put up by 
student and labour organization 
only to be openly torn down by con- 
temptugus Shansi soldiery. Public 
addresses and interviews are all 
singularly devoid of the clap-trap 
which Borodin and company invent- 
ed. Under such conditions there 
was no opening for Han Fu-chu and 
it is universally assumed that he 
vas duly spleenful. After Pao 
Yuslin re-entered Peking his Chinese 
friends virtually forced him to take 
refuge in the Legation Quarter and 
the “soundest Chinese officals, 
were so fully convinced that Han 
would make a desperate effort to 
seize him and execute him out of 
spite, that unusual precautions were 
taken to guard the approaches to 
the Quarter.

‘Although it has been dificult to 
avoid certain evils, the results 
attained, on the whole, have been 
‘most satisfactory. ‘The syatem, 
therefore, should not be ended now. 
In certain provinces, boys and girls 
have ‘been taught in separate 
‘schools.

CHINA’S OCTOPUS

Nothing could be more. apt a3 
‘an illustration of the misery 
inflicted by China's vast armies, 
which bankers and merchants 
attacked so furiously in the 
Economic Conference, than the 
report we printed yesterday of 
some foreigners’ most unpleas- 
int experience with soldiers in 
the Hangchow express. Here is| 
Naturally we 
the way fellow. 
countrymen were treated. But 
‘we would ask Chinese readers to| 
believe that the prominence 
given to this case was not due 
only to its having involved for- 
leigners. It will have been seen 
that all the other Chinesg pre- 
sent did everything they could 
ito protect the travellers. One 
lof the train attendants managed 
to ward off a heavy blow from 
the male foreigner's head. The 
offcer.,jn charge of the train 
wrd-"remonstrated with the 
soldiers and tried to keep them 
in order. He also apologized to 
{the foreigners and said he would 
report the matter to Nanking. 
But he frankly confessed that 
‘he was powerless. These soldi- 
fers, convalescents of a camp at 
[Shienchiao but now perfectly 
described as the curse 
lof the neighbourhood. They 
travel backwards and forwards 
daily by the Hangchow ex- 
presses, occupy what seats they 
like, do as they like, and pay 
no railway fares; they frequent- 
ly molest civilians and laugh at 
lany orders given them by their 
officers. 

The same sort of thing is 
happening all over China, for 
‘the most part on a much larger 
scale. In his speech at West 
Birmingham on January 19 last 
Sir Austen Chamberlain dwelt! 
jon the terror to the peaceful 
population that China's armies 
fare,~“‘whose passage is marked 
‘by ‘ruin, looting and outrage;” 
and he went on to remind his 
hearers that the evils which 
foreigners ‘have been suffering: 


























fold greater weight upon the 
Chinese themselves” and that 
“it_is China and the Chinese 
which are the first and greatest 
'victims:of the anarchy that pre- 
vails.” This is perfectly true’ 
and it may have more than a 
little to do with the foreigner’s 
failure to obtain compensation 
for his losses: “Why should we 
pay him when we cannot pay 
our own people?” asks the 
bureaucrat. Not, perhaps, a 
just attitude but’ hardly ‘un- 
natural in the circumstances. 
We publish to-day a poignant 
description of the sack of Liuan- 
chow in Anhui by one who nar- 
rowly made good his escape 
from the ruined city, in which 
a horde of mutinous and leader- 
less soldiers burnt and pillaged 
id tortured .men and women 
for ransom as they pleased. 
‘The same story in varying keys 
arrives continually from every 
quarter. A minor incident is 
Iso related to-day by our Kan- 
chow correspondent. So fre- 
jquently are the launches which 
ply to Nanchang commandeered 
to transport soldiers here, there 
Jand everywhere, that they may 
‘take as much as twenty days 
over a trip of 300 miles. But 
this sort of thing is too trivial 
to excite comment, still less re- 
dress. No wonder that the Na- 
tional Economic Conference 
fastened upon militarism as the 
source of all evil, insisted that 
Superfluous troops must be dis 
banded—one speaker even wish- 
ed to fix a time limit of three 
months—and military expendi- 
ture be rigidly controlled. 

In justice to the ruling powers 
one may believe that they are 
not blind to the urgency of the 
case, In Nanking on Saturday 
‘a long discussion took place on 
‘disbandment and the future size 
of the army. General Li Chung- 
jen of Hankow has sent in a 
‘scheme for the future employ- 
ment of demobilized men and 
General Yen in Peking memori- 
Jalizea Nanking on the vital im- 
portance of cutting down the 
forces. The only apparent dan- 
ger now is thet there may be 
[too much hurry, to do something 
quickly and make a good show. 
It must not be forgotten that 
most of the men now in uniform 
enlisted because they could find 
nothing else to do. Everybody 
is alive to the danger of merely 
‘turning them adrift with a few 
dollars in hand and public works 
are assiduously preached as a 
means of disposing of the sur~ 
plus warriors and benefiting 
China, But apart from a few 
obvious necessities, like repair 
lof railway embankments and 
dredging silted canals—which, 


















































public works cannot be under- 
taken at a moment's notice with 
useful effect; they must be care- 
fully planned and estimates of 
jexpense framed, Who indeed is 


[going to pay? Enforced local 
‘contributions, the traditional 
method of covering public works 
in China, would only be adding 
one more exaction to those al 
ready suffered. Another point 
ig that while superfluous troops 
are got rid of, a number must 
be maintained’ in all provinces 
to sweep the country clear of 
mutineers and bandits; and the 
{troops retained for this purpose 
must be thoroughly trained, well 
paid and properly equipped and 
led, or they well never do their 
work as they should. In a word, 
the armies accumulated in China 
in ten years cannot be got rid 
of in ten weeks without inevit- 
able repetition of the appalling 
tragedies of South Anhui. What. 
appears to be needed is a 
civil commission as, suggested 
by the bankers last week, work- 
ing with a military board, to 
draw up a practicable scheme of 
public works, decide what troops 
fare to go and what to be retain- 
fed, where the. latter are to be 














employed and to raise an inter- 
nal loan to cover all expenses, 
both for the pay of the men put: 


jin China “fall with « hundred-lon road-making ete. and . af: 
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‘those! sent out to hunt down 
brigands, With an independent 
[board of trustees to control ex- 
penditure and guarantee repay- 
ment, as has been done so ‘suc- 
cessfully in the case of the Na- 
tionalist surtax loans, the money 
ought to be raised without 
difficulty.

AMERICA’S FUTURE 
PRESIDENT 
July 4. 

The present campaign for the 
Presidency of the United States 
Presents many unusual aspects. 
Both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties were fully 
united, before their conventions, 
on their, nominees, Mr. Herbert 
Hoover being nominated on the 
first ballot; Mr, Alfred Smith 
on the second, Both men are 
popular figures in American life, 
Mr. Hoover having been Secre- 
‘tary of Commerce and Mr. Smith, 
Governor of the State of New 
‘York for four terms, the longest 
tenure in that office in recent 
years. Mr. Hoover made his 
career in engineering outside the 
United States and came before 
‘the American people only during 
the War, when he managed the 
Belgian Relief and served after- 
[wards as Food Controller in the 
United States, Mr, Smith has 
always been before the public 
eye, rising gradually from the 
lowest office in the State of New 
York to its highest honour. Mr. 
Hoover was really without politi- 
jeal affiliation when he returned 
to the’ United States from 
Europe; Mr. Smith has all his 
life been in Tammany Hall. 


Although Mr, Hoover's child- 
hood was spent in an agricul 
tural state, his associations 
hhave been with what in America 
is called, “Big Business.” Dorn 
in simple circumstances, he 
worked his way through a’ un- 
versity education, managed to 
‘get into. mining career, served 
in Australia, China and Siberia, 
made his fortune and settled 
down in London to finance and 
engineering, Mr. Hoover's career 
‘has thus always been interna: 
‘tional in scope, he has known 
lother nations besides the United 
States and his breadth of at- 
titude during his administration 
fof Belgian and other relief was 
undoubtedly a result of a con 
[stant associations with different 
peoples, whose views and 
acteristics he understood and 
lappreciated. During his admini- 
stration of the Department ot 
Commerce in the United States, 
hhe developed American interest 
jin foreign trade, increasing the 
amount ' of busindss actually 
done ard stimulating manufac- 
[turers to consider foreign smar- 
kets, He is generally regarded

fore all these chfidren can be- 
come self-supporting, and the 
[Swedish Mission estimate the 
fannual cost at $1,440. ‘They 
Ihave already spent $9,900 and 
received but- $2,050 from ~ the 
famine funds. The Home of 
Onesiphorus at the close of 1926 
still had 109 famine children on 
its hands and will have to keep 
most of them for another three 
years. This Home had spent 
{G.$28,000 on its refugees by the 
close ‘of 1926, but had only're- 
ceived Mex. $175 from the fund. 
The Church of the Nazarene, at 
Tamingfu in Chibli, makes a 
claim for $5,000 for past ré 
work and the remaining years of 
maintenance of its famine child: 
ren. It had, up to the close of 
1926, received $200 from tha 
famine fund, The Sin Te In- 
ldustrial Girls School at Nanking 
fhad spent $6,000 om its famine 
children up to two years ago 
and asks for another G.$2,600 to 
Jeomplete the work of _ making 
{them self-supporting : $120 is all 
it has had from the China 
Famine Fund Committee. Last- 
ly the Home of-the Nazarene at 
Chinkiang, which originally took 
in 193 famine children, stilt 
has considerabl over a hundred. 
By the middle of 1926 it had 
spent $17,000 on its orphans and 
calculated that it would need 
another $15,000 to bring them 
fall to a state of self-support. 
Apparently it has never received 
fa penny from the China Famine 
Relief Fund. It is possible that 
some of these orphanages have 
been given something since the 
[date of the latest record we have 
lseen. But from all the eorres- 
pondence before us, we do not 
think they have. What strikes 
one most forcibly in this record 
is the pitifully meagre . grants 
made by the China Famine Re- 
ef Fund out of its vast re 
sources to institutions which of 
all others one would have 
thought had best claim. to’sup- 
port. For the men in charge of 
these: orphanages had_in. many 
eases been on ele’ talsélon= eld 
fin China for long years; some 
lof ‘them must have - passed 
through other famines; in all 
cases they would suggest to the 
mind ready-made machinery for 
serving out relief with most ex- 
edition and effect. We remem- 
ber that a good deal was said 
in 1920-21 about famine re- 
fugees being made to work for 
ithe relief given them. But 
children cannot work; and the 
Jorphanages, which have taken 
and still take such good care of 
them, are surely entitied to as- 
ince out of a fund that was 
subscribed by the people of: 
America precisely for the work 
they are doing. 

Two points strike one as be- 
ing particularly curious, First, 
why was the total unexpended 
money tied up in a trust fund 
before all charges arising from 
ithe famine had been met? 
There must have been some on 
connected with the China Famine 
Relief Fund who knew what. 
the orphanages were doing. If} 
not, there ought to have been. 
In the second place, no an- 
nounegment appears to have 
been made in China of the 
allocation of the unexpended 
balance of the fund until Octo- 
ber, 1923. The missionaries who 
had charge of so many children 
fhad no knowledge of what wa 
being done and thus no oppor. 
tunity of stating their case. be- 
fore the matter was finally 
settled. A movement is on foot 
to appeal to the Supreme Court, 
D.C, to amend its decree... If 
that happens, one can imagine 
that the Court woald have some- 
thing caustic to say on the sub- 
ject of essential facts not 
having been brought to its at- 
tention when the trust was 
formed. The accompanying re-| 
velations as to what the missions 
have actually got for the sup- 
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Jscarcely prove: helpful to the 
professional- dispensers of phil-

Alleged Disobedience 

IL—Regarding the alleged dis 
‘obedience to Government order: 

This charge is based on the fact 
‘that when Mr. Liang Jen-che was 
appointed by the Provincial Govern 
‘ment to, be the presiding judge of 
the Provisional Court, the defendant 
had not let him take up his duty 
‘as a presiding judge. This may be 
due to a misunderstanding on the 
art of the Government of the term 
“Ting Tsang” contained in the 
original Chinese text of the Rendi- 
tion Agreemen$ (Art. 1 Par. 8) 
which is, however, corrected in the 
Jexchange of notes subsequently made 
after the Rendition Agreement was 
‘signed (Ex. 10). ‘The truth is that 
there is no such office as presiding 
Judgeship in the Provisional Court 
though there are in the Appellate 
Court: because according to the 
Rendition Agreement cases involv- 
ing punishment below the fifth de- 
gree-and-tawes of contravention of 
Land Regulation or Municipal Bye- 
Jaws are to be tried by the Provi- 
‘sional Goust without appeal and 
‘80 there is no oceasion for any pro- 
visional eourt to sit with threo 
Judges (Ex. 11). Besides, the num- 
ber of judges is limited and it would 
surely have eaused much embarrass- 
ment to the Court if the present 
single judge system for the Court of 
first instance were to be altered in 
order to satisfy the demand of the 
Government to institute a presiding: 
Judgeship. “Had Judge Liang Jen 
Che waited however, it might have 
been possible to find a way to meet 
his wish without causing too much 
difficulty in the Court's organiza- 
tion and finances. 


Discussion Not Interference 


IV. Regarding the alleged inter-| 
ference with the judge's decision: 
This charge is instanced by the 
fact that during a discassion at the 
Judges’ weekly conference on 
October 5, when the question whether| 
in view ‘of the crime wave then 
subsisting in Shanghai, “a severe 
sentence should be imposed in. the| 
ease of highway armed robberies, 
was brought up the defendant had

Although the defendant has 
rarely made use of the power con- 
ferred by law to alter the decision 
of other judges, he was obliged to 
Pay more attention to Mr, Liang. 
Jen-che's judgments which were 
often found faulty. fn one case, 
for instance, he aequitted an armed 
robber and yet confiscated his pistol 
while in another case he sentenced

Congestion at the Court 





It is charged that the defendant | 
responsible for the congestion of 
remanded cases. But what are the 
facts. It is true that the number 
of civil eases up to October 1927 
‘was no less than 1174 and that of

eases were not accumulated during 
the defendants tenure of office. The

This figure may be verified by th 
Joint report submitted by the form-

vacation during which very Iitile 
‘work could be done. Yet the judges 
were made to do extra work and 
80 by October no less than 1086 elvil 
‘cases and 1867 criminal eases have 
been disposed of apart from the 
new cases which were finished day by 
day. ‘The reason why in October 
‘the ‘number of cases pending was 
still “what it was” atated in 
the October report is as follows 
(2). Firat of all there were then 
together only 6 court rooms for 
of us and for this reasons we has. 
tened to build 4 additional court 
rooms which, however, were not 
roady for use until sometime after 
October. This fact alone: is ull 
[elent t0 account dor. the digiculty 
in expediting the clearing up of 
thene old casos, (2) Secondly, most 
of these old cases were Mixed civil 
ceases in which the presence of the 
‘conaalat official of the country con. 
cerned is required and in” con. 
iuequence the hearing cannot be set 
freely without any regard to the 
‘convenience of the parties concern- 
ed. Thia difficulty which is not ex- 
perienced in other ‘Chinese courts 
hhas to be taken into account when 
the work of the court is to be pro- 
perly appreciated. (3) Lastly, in 
these remanded cases were included 
those which have been left | over 
from the former Mixed Court. Thero 
were cases adjourned on a certain 
condition and until such condition 
was fulfilled they could not be dis- 
posed of. 

Tn spite of all these difficulties 
‘we have since then made a supremo 
effort to reduce the number of re- 
manded eases and by May this 
year the number of eivil cases boon 
Teduced to 608, and that of eriminal 
cases to 221 or an average of 40 
remanded eases per judge (Bx. 18). 
‘And these are at present in course 
of trial and not adjourned sine die. 
They are therefore eases which can- 
not be finished at onee but require 
further investigation. According 
to the latest report of the Chief 
Clerk of this court, the number of 
pending cases for ‘this month has 
deen further reduced almost to the 
possible minimum (Ex. 14). The 
‘truth of his statement is borne out! 
by the fact that the Commigsioner 
of Police of the Shanghai Munieipal 
Gouncil who has most to do with 
this Court in his annual report for 
1927 published @ few months ago 
praised the work of this Court as 
being efficient and progressing. The 
Court is moreover at present enjoy- 
ing the respect and “confidence of 
both Chineso and “oreign residents 
in the Settlement and this is due 
chiefly to the steadfast and pains- 
taking effort of the judges in re- 
ducing the remanded cases to the 
lowest possible extent.

Execution Cases Nenking's Fault 
As to the number of execution + 
cases still ponding it will be obsery- 
ced that these cases cannot properly 
be regarded as romanded eases be- 
‘cause they arc already concluded and 
are only left to be executed accord- 
ing to the terms of the judgment, 
Indeed the more cases are decided 
the more execution cases will there 
be. ‘The delay in execution of judg- 
ment are due to the following eir-, 
cumstances:—(1) When juc 
hhas been entered in default of the 
appearance of the defendant it is 
usually difficult to trace him in 
order to execute the judgment. (2) 
Im debt cases when the defendant 
is unable to pay. (3) When. the 
Parties are ordered by the Court to 
arrange a settlement out of court 
the case ig generally adjourned sine 
die. (4) When the defendant is 
ordered to pay off his obligations 
by instalments (the period some- 
times extends to several years). (6) 
‘When the property of the defendant 
is situated in the interior or in a 
forcign country it usually requires 
4 great deal of writing and waiting 
bofore the judgment can be executed.

A Splendid Record 

In conclusion, the defendant wishes 
to point. out that tho Provisional 
Court being ‘the only Chinese 
tribunal “funetioning in the forcign 
ettlement in Shanghai having 
Jurisdiction over a large number of 
foreigners as well as our own 
nationals, it is by no means an easy 
task to conduet the affairs there 
without encountering many vested 
interest. Considering the number , 
of civil and eriminal casos left over 
by the former Mixed Court and the 
former administration which amaunt- 
d to the dismal figure of 4,000 and 
comparing the number of civil and 
criminal cases that are now in the 
course of trial which is only 633 
the fact speaks for itself. Speaking 
more exactly the number of cases 
disposed of during the period from 
May 16 to Decomber 31, 1927 waa 
4,277 civil eases and 16,772 eriminal 
cases while during the period from 
Janvary 1 up till Bay 31, 1988 the 
‘umber of civil cases Goneluded was 
2,302 and that of criminal cases was 
7,318; in both instances the Appcal 
eases’ are excepted.

RESIGNATION OF BISHOP 
MOLONY 


To Leave China After 21. Years 
as Bishop of Ningpo 


Bishop Molony has received per- 
‘missjon from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury to resign his Bishopric 
as from the end of this year.

Je is with much regret that we 
ennounce the death, which took 
phice in Berkeley, ‘California, on 
‘Monday, of another old China hand 
—Dr. John Fryer. 


‘The late Dr. John Fryer was born 
‘at Hythe, Kent, England (not in 
the Unitdl States as many be- 
Tieved), on August 6, 1899, and he 
was educated at Highbury’ College, 
London, “Te came a8 a missionary 
‘of the Chureh of England to China 
jn 1801 and was for two. years 
Drincipal of St. Paul's College, 
Hongkong, which position he velin- 
cquished to uccept appointment as 
professor of English in Tung Wen 
Eollege, Peking. This position 
{held until he came to Shanghai in 
1865 to become headmaster of the 
‘GM.S. Anglo-Chinese School. 

Tt was ax one of the leading 
scholars in China of his day and asa 
translator that Dr. Fryer was best 
Konown, for, as hend of the depart 
‘ment of trinslation in the Imperial 
Government Kiangnan Arsenal, 
Shanghai, (he  heving succeeded 
‘tre Inte ‘Dr. Young J. Alien), he 
translated many foreign selentitie 
‘books into Chinese. He was foun- 
Ger of the School Text Book Series, 
‘predecessors of the Edncational 
‘Association of China, of which he 
‘was general editor and chairman of 
the executive committee from 1887 
to 1896, He published many essays, 
reports and works on educational, 
fclentife and general Chinese sub- 
Jeets and was the author of the 
Educational Directory of China and 
the ‘Translators’ Vade Mecum” or 
“Vocabulary of Scientific Terms fv 
Chinese and English.” His. trans 
ations ineluded more than 100 Chi 
neve books, In. 1884, he founded 
The Chinese Scientific Book Depot 
in Hankow Road and was the pro- 
prietor for 27 yenrs, daring whieh he 
Published a scientific: magazine, 


‘The Chinese Polytechnic 


Whilst in Shanghai, he, together 
with the Iate Dr, Muirhead and the 
Inte Dr. Edkins, organized the Chi- 
nese Poiytechni¢ Institute (of which 
&: Fryer was hon. sceretary for 
iny yeurs) and this eventuelly 
‘became the Polytechnic School for 
Chinese in Pakho! Road and was 
taken over by the Shanghai Muni 
cipal Council, These three xontle: 
mien purchased a piece of 
what was then waste count 
which is now a thickly populated 
section of the Louza District, and 
erected a hall, where lectures’ were 
delivered tnd ‘a free library opened 
for the Chinese. 

‘The late Dr. Fryer also was one 
‘of the founders of the Christian 
Literature Society of China and was 
for many years connected with the 
North China branch of the Royal 
‘Asiatic Society. 

‘Though the Institution for the 
‘Ohinese Blind was attributed t» his 
foundership in 1911, this work was 
actually that of “hts son, Mr. 
George B. Fryer, who left for the 
United States on'a holiday only vo- 
contly. Nevertheless, deceased was 
‘greatly interested and gave much 
of his time and money, as well as: 
land, towards the project and’ had 
the satisfaction of sccing itu 



































Long Imperial Service * 


‘The late Dr. Fryer was one of 
the very few foreigners who re 
mained in the Imperial Chinese 
Government service for 30 years, 
but that was his record when he 
retired from the department of 
translation at the Arsenal. Whilst 
still holding this position, he was 
‘Vicoroy's, Examiner at the Imperia! 
Naval College in Nanking, 1894-5, 
‘and, previously to that‘he was 
secretary of Kuo Sung-tv0, the 
Imperial Ambassador in 1878. 


Following his retirement ftom 
hina, Dr. Fryer was appointed to 
the Agassiz Chair of Orientil 
Languages and Literature in the 
University of California. This pro 
fessorship he held from 1896 
TOL4, since which time he has. been 
‘emeritus professor. « 

Dr. Fryer received numerous 
Honours, honorary degrees being 
conferred upon him by many col- 
Jeges (the LL. D. being amonz 
those received), and the Imperial

BRICKS AND MORTAR 


Buildings and Their Upkeep in 
‘Shanghai 


We have reccived a copy of the 
fourth issue of the Architects Com- 
pendium, which has again been 
Thoroughly revised and brought up 
tovdate. Although the past year 
thas been one of comparative stagna- 
tion in building matters as compared 
with the steady increase which has 
been experienced in past years there 
have yet been many changes in such 
matters as Innd assessments, re- 
gulations for the supply of water, 
electric light, ns, ete., authorized 
charges and %0 on, In’ reference 
‘work of this kind it is important 
that all these things should te 
bronght up-to-date, and it is also 





‘order of the information contained 
jn the book should not very too 
‘much with the different issues, so 
that when once the architect” is 
familiar with the book he will find 
no difficulty in looking up any 
desired information in the new 
issue. 

‘We think that there must be very 
few people in Shanghai whose 
‘business connects them in any way 
with building or with land for 
whom this book is not merely a 
convenience but an absolute neces- 
sity. Much of the information 
‘supplied is, mo doubt, to be found 
elsewhere, ‘but the convenience of 
having all such information collect- 
ed, classified and indexed, is obvious. 
Architects Compendium’ published 
in England and Sweet's Architec- 
taral Catalogue in America have 
long been established as quite neces 
‘sary books of reference for the 
builders of those countries. ‘There 
‘must be very few merchants and 
purveyors of building materials 
‘whose goods are not represented 
and classified in these books which, 
therefore, become an exhaustive re 
ference for any material or special 
fittings which are to be obtained, 

A Point for Importers 

‘The Shanghai Compendium aims 
‘at this in its catalogue of building 
materials but it would, perhaps, be 
‘more valuable if it were more ‘ex- 
hhaustive. Local import merchants 
supplying materials spend a very 
large amount of money every yen? 
in publishing and distributing leaf- 
lets, Yolders and circulars of various 
Kinds, giving information as to 
their’ various products, but it is 
very unlikely that architects and 
builders will take the trouble to 
reserve and classify information 30 
casually received, and when they 
require they are unable to find it, 
The same information, given in the 
pages of the Compendium is likely 
to be always at hand and will prob: 
ably reach the offices of the great 
majority of those to whom the 
builders’ merchant will think it 
worth while to send his literature. 

Tn the Preface to the new issue 
the editors take an optimistic view 
of Shanghai's future prospects. 
They point out that although 
Shanghai has hardly recovered from 
the turmoil caused by the presence 
of large bodies of Chinese troops

FOREIGN GOODS SEIZED 





Mineral Waters of Foreign Firm 
Taken on Great Western Road 


Claiming the right of tax enforce- 
‘ment on goods delivered to houses 
in Great Western Road (which is 
in Chinese territory, but for the 
upkeep of which the International 
Settlement is responsible), Chineve 
authorities on Monday afternoon 
seized a quantity of crates and 
mineral waters which were being 
delivered to a foreign house about 
350 yards past the Columbin Coun- 
try Club, 

‘Upon the arrival of Messrs, 
Calibeck, MacGregor & Co.'s de= 
livery truck at the residence, a. 
ber of Chinese, who claimed to be 
government officials, interrogated 
‘the coolie in chayge ‘nd wanted to 
know if stamp tax had been paid 
‘on the goods in the truck. When 
the coolie replied that no tax had 
been paid on the mineral waters, 
the officials sent for two policemen 
and wheelbarrows in which the 
waters wore placed. ‘These were 
taken to the police station, together 
with the coolie, who ‘protested. 
against such an action, 

J.J. Sheridan, manager ‘of 
Messrs. Calibeck, MacGregor & Co., 
when seen about the matter, said 
that this was the first occasion upon 
which the Chinese authorities had 
taken thi step, althowzh the com 
pany paid the usual taxes imposed 
‘apon goods which were sent. into 
Chinese territory in which no taxes 
ere ald to the Shanghai Municipal 
‘ouneil.

Ewo Terrace Bought by Race 
Club: Road to be Straightened 


One of tho most necessary road 
improvements is very shortly to be 
put in hand, and it should be a mat- 
ter for no small congratulation that 
probably it will be found to be one 
‘of the cheapest the Municipal 
Council aver has been able to ar- 
range. For years there have been 
rumours that something was to be 
done to improve the Bubbling Well 
Road bend opposite Ewo Terrace, 
‘the wish possibly being father to the 
thought, or engendered by a 
Knowledge that it was one of the 
‘scheduled improvements. However, 
years have pasted without anything 
Deing done. 

The difficulty has been overcome 
through the Race Club successfully 
negotiating with the Princely Hong 
for the purchase of the Ewo Terrace 
property, and then coming to an 
arrangement with the Municipal 
Council. ‘The Council. wanted the 
oad straightened and the Race Club 
wanted an enlargement of their 
paddock at the same place and, with 
‘two such parties, there was no 
dificulty in coming to an arrange- 
ment. 

By the plans as arranged, the 
Raco Club will give the Municipal 
Gouneit sufficient of the Ewo 
‘Terrace ground to enable the road- 
way to be straightened through the 
ongth of that property up to the 
Ewo Stables, and to remain the 

me width as at present. In re- 
turn, the Race Club's paddock wall 
will pe brought out to enclose a 
corresponding piece of land from 
the existing roadway, thereby add- 
ing roughly two mow to the paddock. 
‘There will remain perhaps two or 
theee mow of the Ewo Terrace land, 
4s to the employment of which at 
présent no decision has been mad 
Te is not large enough, nor of th 
right shape, to be made into a re- 
¢reation ground for the Union Jack 
Club, but suggestions have been 
hhourd that it would make a con- 
vorient parking ground for Race 
lub members! motor cars, oF per- 
haps a playground for’ foreign 
children, where they would not be 
‘exposed to the danger of intercept- 
ing haphazard shots from would-

‘With such a handsome and con 
vonient addition to their property, 
We is probable also that the Race 
Club will come to an earlier decision 
regarding the new clubhouse which 
‘everyone knows is to be built some 
day, thereby further improving this 
‘important corner. 


























MYSTERIOUS MURDER 
ON RAILWAY 











Chinese Shot by Companions in 
i Western District 


‘On Tuesday afternoon, at about 
445 o'clock, four men alighted from 
‘8 motor ear in “arvat Western Road 
‘and walked along the road over the 
railway crossing. When they had 
gone about 200 yards past the 
crossing, out of the Settlement 
Timits and into Chinese territory, 
three shots were fired and one of the 
‘men fell down dead. The three 
‘others then ran across country and 
boarded the motor car making off 
into the Settlement. The Chinese 
authorities are making inquiries 
into the identity of the murdered 

If, in the world of crime, wet 
weather is looked upon as a’ good 
policeman, it must naturally follow, 
laccording’ to the law of averages, 
that fine weather brings the i 
evitable reaction.

PROJECT TO MOVE 
UNION CLUB 





Scheme ‘to Increase Its 
Usefulness 


An idea recently submitted to the 
Committee of the Union Club of. 
Shanghai for their consideration is 
that this organization which has at 
the present thne about 300 members 
should move its club premises away. 
from the Central District and find 
‘suitable quart rs somewhere in the 
Western section of the city. 

The authors of this plan point 
‘out that the Union Club was found- 
ed primarily as an instrament for 
social contact between British, 
‘Americans, and Chinese. Recently 
the regulations of the club have 
been altered to permit of the mem- 
bership of other nationalities besides 
the original three, and the hopes 
of the Committee’ and those who 
have the welfare of the Union Club. 
most at heart are to make it as 
comprehensive an institution as is 
suggested by the versatile foreign 
community in Shanghai, so that all 
nationalities may get into touch 
with the Chinese community of like 
interests, 


‘On the Beaten Track 


In view of the originai intention, 
therefore, of emphasizing the soci 
side of the club, it is felt by some 
of the club members that dropping 
in after office hours, quiet dinner 
and tea parties and other aspects 
of club life would receive a great 
impetus if the club could be situat- 
ed along the “beaten” track to the 
residential district. The inclusion 
of tennis courts and a garden 
would be other feasible arrange- 
ments for making the elub more 
attractive in various ways to its 
‘members, they say. 

In the same connection, it is 
pointed out that the new idea 
carried with it the employment of 
a Indy secretary who would be at 
the elub during the day-time hours, 
after which the present arrange- 
ments for a secretary from 5 p.m. 
would obtain. ‘The gradual build- 
ing up of a fine library with a 
con: le number of Chinese 
books is also a part of the plan.

A. few months in gaol 
would do these thieving exchange 
proprictors a great deal of good. 

Tf one suspects aYcoin is bad it 
is changed, only to be passed'on to 
the next customer and so the ramp 
goes on.

Financial Reform in China 

Under the auspices of the Minis- 
try of Finance there is at present 
sitting at Shanghai « body of dis- 
tinguished Chinese financiers, mer- 
chants, industrialists and officials. 
‘The purpose of the conference held 
is to offer recommendations which, 
while representing the views of the 
intelligent public, are,meant to guide 
the authorities in their earnest en- 
deavour to improve and unify the 
country’s financial system. — The 
manifold topics deliberated on are 
being reported in detail by the 
press. What we are directly con- 
cerned with in this review is the 
prospects of a unification of Chinese 
metallic currency, a8 well as re 
gulating the issue of banknotes. 

The gist of the proposals in this 

ction is, firstly, the abolition of 
the sycee tael and its replacement 
by a uniform silver dollar of a new 
design; and, secondly, the strict en- 
forcement of a decimal system as 
regards subsidiary coinage. 

‘To the mind cf the conservative! 
observer the first and principal 
schenie may appear difficult to put 
into effect. In fact it would be com-| 
paratively easy. Has it to be point. 
‘ed out that all railways, as well as| 
all post offices in China, deal in 
dollar currency exclusively? ‘That| 
all modern Chinese banks have their| 
cspital in local dollars and keep 
their accounts in that currency? 
Meat of the newly decreed taxes in 


























this country are fixed in dollars.| 
Only customs dues are figured in 
Haikuan taels, an imaginary 


curreney, the equivalent of which is 
clearly stipulated at a permanent 
dollar ratio. 

‘The Shanghai tael as our local 
currency for wholesale transactions 
dates by no mcans back to Confucius’ 

it cannot even boast of having| 
the art productions of Ch'ien 
Its introduction dates 












back to A.D. 1856 only. Due to a 
cessation of minting the old Carolus 
dollar (which until then was Shang- 

‘medium of payment) its value 
risen by about 40 per cent, a 
figure which made it equal in value 
to the Shanghai sycee tacl. There- 
fore it tecame simply a matter of 
substituting the tael for the dollar 
currency in the books of banks and 
traders. Then the dollar was dying. 
‘a natural death; it had simply ceased 
to exist. 

‘Now the position has been revers- 
cd. ‘The employment of sycee 
getting restricted in the same pro- 
portion as employment of the dollar 
‘as a medium for circulation is grow- 
ing. Undovbted -proof-for this as- 
sertion has been furnished in these 
notes just two wecks ago. The 
necessity for the impending change 
hhas been recognized in financial 
circles here at least ten years ago. 
Tt was then feared that the locally 
minted dollar would deviate from the 
Tegally fixed degree of fineness, thus 
not being uniform in consistence. 
However, judging by the fact that 
daring the Republican régime trom 
500 t2 700 million silver dollars 
hhaving been coined in China which, 
upon analysis at varying periods and 
at widely scattered places, have been 
found to conform to legally fixed 
siandards, all eauses for distrust 
seem to be unjustified. The topic 
in itself is as important as it is 
interesting, so that no apologies are 
needed for reverting to its discussion 
fat fature dates.

Sack of Liuanchow: Vivid Report by Foreign Eye-Witness: 
City Burnt and Pillaged: Tales of Torture 


“rhey wore like demons et loo 
Atrocities were committed every- 
where, Terror reigned on all sides, 
‘There is a Chinese saying that ‘Not 
‘single thing was left undone’ 
(Ws So Pu Wei) and this motts 
apparently was recognized and put 
into practice.

Such was the brief description 
eiven by Mr, H. Costerus, a Dutch 
missionary attached to the China 
Inland Mission, who has had 14 
years experience in China and who) 
thay just returned to Shanghai rom 
Anhui, of the terrors caused by the 
mutinous 12th army corps in the 
south of that province. 

One Hour to Spare 

Mr, Costerus himself had a very 
narrow escape. He left the city of 
Liuanchow only an hour before it 
was taken by the soldier-bandits. 
AS soon as firing started and it 
‘was known that the marauders 
wero approaching, Mr, Costeras 
managed to get out of the city 
gates, which were undefended, 
‘escaped by walking over many 
roads. He did not dare to go alons 
the tatoo (big highways) le 
should meet the attackers" cavalry 
‘who, he knew, could not follow hint 
‘over the small roads and through 
‘the riee fields.

On May 31, it was lenrned that 
they had arrived nt Mapuchich, 0 
big'market town to the southwest 
of Liuanchow during the previous 
‘month.

Precautions Adopted Upon 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Arrival

From Out OWN Contrsroxoexe 
Hankow, June 29. 
Generalissimo Chiang Kal-sheké 
and his staff arrived at Hankow 
yesterday; and Hankow business 
‘men are very indignant. They are 
indignant not with the General, 
but with the local military authori 
ties, who once again showed thelr 
callous indifference to the conven 
fence of the public and the ordinary 
necessities of business. 

The plan was for the General to 
land at the Customs Jetty and pro- 
ceed a short distance along tho 
Bund and then up the Faucheong 
Road straight through to the Model 
District at the back of the former 
British Concession where he is to 
reside while in the port, For those 
‘unacquainted with Hankow it is 
necessary to explain that the Fau- 
cheong Road is the third of the 
five roads beginning at the Bund in 
the business section which run 
through to the Poyang Road, and on 
to the former Concession limits, 


Business District Cut in Half 
By closing this road soon after 
two o'clock to all eross traffic, and 
even to foot passengers, the mili- 
tary guards cut the business area 
in hal. On one side were the 
Hongkong and Shanghai, the Char 
tered, and the International Bank 
with the A. P, C., Standard Oil and 
other hongs, On the other 
were the Yokohama Specie and Tai- 
wan Banks, the Post the 
Customs House and Jardine’s and 
Butterfield’s offices and wharves. 
Foreigners bent on legitimate bus 

ness, when they attempted to cross 
this’ dividing line, were threatened 
by the bayonets of rough soldiers, 
and even the officers showed little 
readiness to facilitate business,

Police. ‘The increase of unemploy- 
ment_ has become much greater| 
‘sineo"womeh, instead of staying in 
the home as formerly, are enter- 
ing various professions _hitherto| 
monopolized by men. In the result- 
ant economic competition, say 
the Police, the male generally 
gets worsted, as most em- 
ployers, when they have to choose 
between a. man and a woman 
who are ‘both equally able to 
do the work, prefer a woman, 
chiefly because of the latter's 
natural cheerfulness and because 
she is cheaper. 

Police statistics ascribe 30 per 
cont. of male suicide Inst to| 
economic pressure. Investigations 
also show that the number of 
females who commit suicide under| 
the age of 20 ix far larger than the 
number of males, and this is ex-| 
plained by the fact that women 
mature earlier and, at an age when! 
‘men are rather indifferent, to wo- 
men prefer death to a life of hard- 
ship. 

Another strange suicide trait in 
Japan is that more men take their 
lives during the summer monttis, 
while there is a proportionate in- 
crease in the number of women who 
seek death in the winter.

Soviet Russia is concerned in 
this new attempt to subvert estab- 
lished order in this country, accord- 
ing to “Nippon”, which declares 
that the brains ‘behind the con- 
spiracy are those of some of Mos- 
cow's best propagandists in alliance 
with those radical elements of 
Japan who managed to escape the 
police net, when the Communist 
haul was recently made, and who 
fled to North Manchuria, 

A goneral strike was to be effected 
in South Manchuria, prefacing this 
with the diffusion of anti-Japanese 
sentiment throughout that region, 
‘and inciting the Chinese employes 
of the South Manchuria Railway 
to insubordination. When these 
steps, as the agitators hoped, had 
thrown Manchuria into a state of 
anarchy, Japanese-speaking Rus. 
ans were to smuggle themselves 
into Japan proper and into Korea 
and, joining the radicals there, 
plunge Japan and Korea ito revolu- 
tion, 














Conspiracy Leaks Out 

The scheme leaked out through 
the indiscretion of a clerk in the 
Changchung station, it is said, and 
it has since been discovered’ that 
three of the principal Russian fire- 
brands involved in this nefarious 
scheme are connected with the 
Russian ‘consulate there.

will thereby be weaned from the 
evil influences of “a certain third 
party"—a euphemism for the 
Soviet—and will learn to take pride 
in the traditions of thelr own land. 
Physical training and the encour- 
agement of sports are two other 
methods whereby the Government 
hopes to combat radicalism success- 
fully, while the assistance of re- 
igious workers has also been in- 
vited, 

















A New Police Corps 
Another plan of the Government 
is to add to the police force some 
250 additional officers whose chief 
task will be the control of radical 
ism. This new body will commence 


be divided into six areas, and the 
new officials will supervice all 
thought in these areas, Correspomi- 
ents and secretaries are also to he 
stationed in Shanghai, Harbin, 
Peking, London and Berlin, whence 
regular reports will be sent to the 
new police corps regarding the 
methods used in those cities for th 
control of redical activities. Th 
officials will also conduct an 

formation bureau which will keep 
a careful and detailed list of sub- 
versive activities both abroad and 
‘at home. 


Educat 


‘The greatest chagrin is felt by 
the Edueation Department because 
of the stecdfast spread of radica- 
lism in the colleges and schools of 
ithe land. Despite the veto of the 
authorities, student sceret societies 
have been’ discovered whose sole 
‘object seems to be the dissemination 
of radical thought and literature, 
lange quantities of which were seized 
‘some ten days ago. The authorities 
also took into custody several senior 
girls of a well-known women’s 
institution (the name is being. with- 
held), of proved radical ten- 
dencies. One of the girls is 
the daughter of a High Court 
judge. Many devious methods 
have been devised to diffuse radi 
sontiment. Handbills, no larger 
than a visiting card, with some 
radical maxim printed’ thereon, are 
‘among the devices. 

‘The newspapers state that a 
secret society, not yet run down by 
the authorities, exists, the members 
jof which, disguised as students, 
have often addressed what would 
appear to be innoci ous student 
gatherings. The “Osaka Mainchi,” 
quotes Mr. Nishiyama, the Chief of 
the Collegiate Bureau of the Educa- 
tion Department, as saying that the 
Edueation authorities “are at their 
wits’ end, because of the activity 
Of these societies. They seem to 
have read the minds of the students, 
and seize every opportunity to

orated the first witness’ state- 
ments. 1 

‘Mr. Hambleton, giving evidence, 
said that the payments for the} 
machine had not been made as they| 
were due. He hed had a lettér from 
the defendants saying that they 
would pay in instalments of abort 
Tis, 500, but to this he had not re-| 
lied as it did not agree with the 
contract, on which payment was not] 
due when that letter was written 
Later payments of Tis. 250 and Tl 
100 had been made, but these were 
too small, and witness had therefore 
asked for'further payment, He had| 
had no complaints about the] 
machine, He had ‘phoned the de- 
fendant, who had told him often| 
that cheques were in the mail ale 
ready. This had been proved untrus, 
land when asked why he had said this, 
the defendant, Mr. Moores, had held 
that it was a white lie, as it was 
told to make the plaintiff feel better. 

Witness said certain repairs had 
been carried out on the plant but} 
this was to the electrie side, and had| 
nothing to do with the machinery. 
He did not feel that he was re- 
sponsible for the floor giving way 
under the weight of the eabinet,| 
Which was supported on four fron 
blocks. He was willing, if the de- 
fendants would repair the floor, to 
help have the plant put straight. 

‘This coneluded the ease for the 
plaintiff, and at this point the case| 
was adjourned, 

‘Tuesday's Session

ROSENFELD v. BENJAMIN 


The case of Az B. Rosenfeld & 
Son v. D. H. Benjamin came up for 
hearing in H. M, Supreme Court 
on Wednesday before Judge Sir 
Peter Grain, Mr, J. B, Badeley 
appeared on behalf of the defendant 
and the plaintiff was represented 
by Mr. Tycho Wing. Mz, Rosenfeld 
is suing the defendant on a demand 
Promissory note for Tis. 14,000. 

Both the plaintiff! and the de- 
fendant are mentbers of the Shars- 
brokers’ Association, limited 
company, incorporated under the 
Hongkong Companies Ordinances, 
and both are, therefore, subject to 
the terms of the Articles of Asso- 
ciation of the company. One of 
these says that no member shall 
enforee by against a fellow 
member a claim arising out of a 
stock or share transaction without 
first submitting a statement to his 
committee, and this the defendant, 
claims the plaintiff has not done. 

in aidition to this the defendant. 
holds that the promissory note does 
not refer to the terms of contract 
but that there was a separate 
collateral agreement that the 
plaintiff would allow the defendai 
time as required or at least would 
not ask for payment for eighteen 
months. The note, which was, 
signed on April 18, the defendant 
ays, is without consideration and 
it was the understanding that it, 
would not be taken up for at least 
a year and a half, 


‘The Borrowing of the Shares 

In October last, said Mr, Badeley, 
the plaintiff atked the defendant to 
fend him some Chemor United 
Rubber shares until March or June. 
Later the plaintiif insisted upon 
‘June and Benjamin agreed, and two 
contracts passed between them, 
whereby plaintiff borrowed 15,000 
shares in December at Tis. 2.50, 
and Benjamin had the use of the 
money until June when he would 
bay back the shares at the same 
price. Before the contract — was 
‘Signed however Rosenfeld disclosed 
‘the name of his principal, E. Busch, 

Later the restriction ‘on’ rubber’ 
‘was removed and in carly “April 
the price of Chemors declined to 
Tis, 1.50, which price was finally 
agreed between Rosenfeld and 
Benjamin, after some discussion 
when Benjamin had said that he, 
would not be able to take up the 
shares in June. It was, therefore, 
arranged that Benjamin would sign 
a demand promissory note for the 
Tis. 14,000 which he could not pay, 
although he would be given as much 
time as was necessary before the 
note should be enforced. 

As Rosenfeld had disclosed the 
name of his principal, the contract, 
the defence held, was between 
Busch and Benjamin, and not be- 
tween Rosenfeld and Benjamin, 

‘Mr. Badeley then quoted many 
‘caves to support wtements, and 
in dealing with the question of con- 
sideration at some length, quoted 
from the judgment of Lord Justice 
Lush, Currie ». Mesa, Law Reports 
Ex. Vol X, 1874, page 162, 

‘The Principal Disclosed 

David Hai Benjamin was then 
called and gave evidence of the 
transactions between himself and 
plaintiff as had already been told by 
counsel and said that the amounts 
concerned only his private busines: 
having nothing to do with David 
Benjamin & Co., an estate business. 
On April 25 he said he had received 
letter from Messrs. Schuhl & 
Schoenfeld, asking payment, and the 
next day visited Mr. Schuhl and 
offered to pay Tis. 1,000 in cash and 
the balance at Tis, 50 a month until 
the following January. This offer 
was refused. iAt the present time 
the defendant's net income was 
about Tis. 450 a month, with which 
he supported his wife and family. 
Questioned by Mr. Wing, Mr. 
Benjamin said that he had only 
insisted upon the disclosure of Mr. 
Busch’s name as he wished to know 
who to borrow his shares. 
When Mr, Benjamin had told Mr.

a statement from the National City,

Mr. Myer Myers, an uncle of 
the defendant, who had been pree 
sent at the mectings between Mr, 
Rosenfeld and Mr. Benjamins then 
corroborated the previous witness's 
statement that everything possible 
hhad been shown Mx, Rosenfeld and 
Mr. Turner when they inspected the 
books. 

This concluded the ease for thi 
defendant and Mr. J. A. Turner was 
then ealled by Mi. Wing, 


Inspection of the Books 

Mr, Turner of Messrs, Seth, 
Mancell, & McClure, suid he visited. 
Mr. Benjamin's office with Mr. 
Rosenfeld on the occasion when th 
books were inspected. He was 
shown the private ledger and trial 
balance, but he was not xiven any 
statement from the National City 
Bank although he asked for it, and 
could get no real satisfaction on 
this question, or as to the value of 
the land held as security by tho 
bank. * 

Mr. Julius Rosenfeld, next called, 
id that the statement made by 
defendant was true but there 
were some slight corrections to 
be made. At the first meeting be 
tween the (wo parties Mr. Benjamin 
had said he had shares he wished 
to sell in December and buy back 
in June, and informed the present 
witness ‘that he would give him 
brokerage. ‘The witness then saw 
Mr, Busch and put the matter 
through, when Mr. Benjamin de- 
celared that he had not made a firm 
offer. The contract was arranged 
however, but Mr. Benjamin. then 
said that he didnot consi 
witness strong enough and 
on the disclosure of the name of 
witness's principal, to which witness, 
finally agreed, although he said that 

he himself would still remain respons 
sible to Mr. Busch, 

Mr. Benjamin wanted (o look to, 
‘Mr. Busch for payment?—Yes, in 
cave T failed. Mr, Busch would pay 
‘me and I would pay Mx, Benjamin 
‘and all the other brokers, 

You suggest this is a contract 
between yourself and Mr. Busch 
parties to tho contract?—It me 
that Mr, Benjamin had a double 
guarantee. In case one failed, the 
other would be forced, 

‘Mr. Busch could not sue Mr.

Satisfaction Arranged 

It is entirely your contract?—

Asked about the inspection of 
books, witness said he saw a balance-
